Johnny Anderson, also known as Johnny Two-Thirds, started out with a pretty simple situation. He had a thriving 
tattoo shop in the suburban LA. city of Gardena, called Yer Cheatin' Heart. He wanted to open another in Hermosa 
Beach, for what he said was a selfish reason: He wanted to work closer to home. The two cities are around seven 
miles apart, which, with LA traffic, can mean forever behind the wheel or handlebars. 

The town of Hermosa Beach had a ban on tattoo studios. If it isn't one thing, it's another. Anderson claims that 

Hermosa has more bars per square foot than anywhere else in the country, but still, city officials felt that tattooing 

would bring in an undesirable element. So in 2007, Anderson mounted a lawsuit to break the ban. 

Hermosa fought back. As the court mulled it over, it made note of how incredibly far the skin trade has come, 
including the TV shows surrounding it. 

In the end, the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals ordered Hermosa Beach to allow tattoo studios to operate. 
More than that, and more important for the rest of us, the court established official First Amendment protection for 
tattooing. 

Judge Jay S. Bybee of the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals wrote, 'Thus, as with writing or painting, the tattooing 
process is inextricably intertwined with the purely expressive product (the tattoo), and is itself entitled to full First 

Amendment protection." 

What impact this will really have nationwide isn't clear yet, but this decision delivers a resounding bitch-slap to any 
communities still holding onto tattoo bans.

Although this research was beneficial, 
when it came to actually tattooing he did everything, in what he describes as, the wrong way.- He claims to have spent 
a year "just scratching really badly" before he finally began an apprenticeship, one that was so disheartening that he 
prefers not to talk about it Luckily, Timmy had a strong support system of friends and family that helped to propel him 
forward in his tattoo career. "My father even went out of his way to build me a mini tattoo studio in my basement when 
I decided to break away from my original kitchen magician mentor," he recalled. "Ever since then, even when I dropped 
out of college to really pursue tattooing, they wanted nothing more than for me to do what I loved and be happy. My 
friends also were unbelievably supportive and donated a lot of skin for me to mutilate, so I've definitely been more than 
luckyinthesupportdepartment." *

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is of utmost importance. Most artists want their art to be readily recognizable as theirs and theirs alone. Tattooist Ondraj 
Konupcfk is one such artist This artist, also known as Ondrash within the tattoo scene, shows no fear when it comes to 
designing tattoos. There is no mistaking his avant garde skin art for the work of another and an increasing number of tattoo 

enthusiasts are recognizing Ondrash's work as something special. 

What makes OndraslYs tattoos stand out in a field crowded with talented artists: his striking rendering of subjects that 
appears painterly in nature. Many of his tattoos seem like watercolor paintings in the application of color, as well as in the 
brushstroke-like quality of the lines and shading. This painterly style is not the only uncommon facet of Ondrash's style, 

His tattooing is made more unusual by abstraction of the subject. In much the same manner that Cubism rattled the late 
1 9th-century art audience, abstract representations in tattoos are often startling or hard to process. "I approach the tattoo 
as a graphic," he said. "I cannot exist only in Japanese or the old school style, even though I respect almost all directions. 
Each client who leaves his skin to me gets the original design. The customer comes with the idea, and I unroll it and give

It was actually a customer who first introduced Ondrash to the idea of tattooing in this manner. A friend from his 
hometown of Prerov in the Czech Republic had sought Ondrash out for a tattoo and requested a freehand design on her 
leg. "After sketching the simple lines, she told me to leave it like that, that it was perfect as simple and crude as it was," he 
said. "Since then I've been developing my sketch technique and I try to promote my style into these tattoos." 

Ondrash's studies in school have surely assisted in the development of this sketch technique. He studied fashion and 
shoe design at Tomas Bata University in the Czech Republic. He recently earned a Master of Arts from his studies and a 
foundation in design that is now apparent in his artistic work. 

Ondrash currently lives and works in Znojmo, a city in the Czech Republic near the border shared with Austria* His 

tattoo home base is Znojmo Tattoo, but he does travel for guest spots and convention appearances throughout Europe. 
One of his favorite studios to visit is Bohemian Tattoo Arts in New Zealand, the studio of Pepa Heller. Heller initially offered 

Ondrash a guest spot several years ago, and that visit turned out to be of great significance to Ondrash. While working in 
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New Zealand, Ondrash was inspired by Heller's technical 

excellence. It was after seeing how Heller lived and worked 
as an artist that Ondrash committed himself to the idea of 
being a professional tattoo artist. 

He has remained committed to that ambition throughout 
the past seven years, even amidst the chaos of attending 
school and helping to support his young family. As of late, 
his perseverance has paid off. He is garnering increasing 

attention, not just in Europe, but in the United States as well. 

This recognition affirms OndrasIVs experimental style and 
compels him to continue to try new things and explore the 
boundaries of tattooing. In addition to tattooing, Ondrash 
applies his design knowledge to create shoes for Walkyra, 
a footwear design company that he created with a fellow 
university student. Ondrash also spends his time creating 
his trademark sketches off the skin, using more traditional 

mediums. 

Before he began his study of design or his career in 
tattooing, Ondrash had other ambitions. He was a student 

of woodcarving and had planned on becoming a restorer. 

Looking back, Ondrash realizes that although he deviated 
from his early goals, he headed in the right direction. 
"Certainly I will try to continue to promote the tattoo," he 
said. "This job is more than a job and everyone in this field 

knows it I will tattoo until my arm does fall. Overtime, I just 

want to tattoo less and do larger pieces to have more space 
for thinking about the details."
